.Wednesday, December 12, 1923. 

The Twenty-first Session of the Gulf Annual Confer- 
ence convened Wednesday, December 12, 1923, in the First 
Methodist Episcopal Church, Port Arthur, Texas, with 
Bishop E. L. Waldi'orf presiding.

After the Communion service the Bishop called the Con- 
ference to order and asked the Secretary of the last session 
to call the roll.

The Con- 
ference stood in memory and J. W. Hervey led in prayer. 

The bar of the Conference was placed back of the fifth 
pew.

The Secretary of the Cabinet, L. E. Gower, recommend- 
ed and the Conference elected the following Boards and 
Committees (See Boards and Committees).

Conference ordered the Secretary to edit the minutes 
and the same when printed to be the official record of the 
Conference. 

A motion carried that we hold a session at two in the 
afternoon of this day to hear Dr. Harry Farmer of Board 
of Foreign Missions and Dr. W. F. Mueller of the Board 
of Home Missions and Church Extension. 

Conference ordered that the funds left in the hands of 
treasurer of last year be placed as follows : $10.75 to the 

Secretary and $33.00 to the Board of Conference Stewards. 

Ordered that reports be made by card system, reporting : 
conversions, accessions, Centenary (last year, this year), 
Church papers, tithers, prorated. 

Under Question fifteen: Who have been transferred, 

and to what Conference? T. M. Ransom to Oklahoma. 

Under Question fourteen: Was the character of each 

preacher examined? It was and in open Conference and 
character of all was passed!. 

C. R. Robinson, Superintendent of the Houston District, 
read his report.

FOURTH DAY 



Saturday, December 15, 1923. 

Devotional services were conducted at 8 :30 by B. B. Cor- 
bin and at 9:00 the Bishop called the Conference to order. 

Journal of previous session was read and approved. 

The following Board of World Service was nominated 
by the District Superintendents for San Antonio District: 
H. C. Leonard, S. J. Manning; Lake Charles District: B. B. 
Corbin and S. P. Gaskins; Houston District: C. W. Rodgers 
and W. E. Blackstock. 

Conference Relation Committee reported concerning the 
case of Chas. V. LaFontaine and the Secretary was instruct- 
ed to write him regarding the previous action of the Con- 
ference in regard to his case. 

Report for Epworth League Committee was read by S. 
J. Manning (see reports) and same was adopted. 

S. H. Yockey reported for the Committee on Hospitals 
and Homes (see reports). Same was adopted. 

H. H. E. Pohl reported for the Committee on Evangeli- 
zation (see reports). Same was adopted. 
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Delos Cassells reported for the Committee on Education 
(see reports). Same was adopted. 

H. C. Leonard moved that the Conference reconsider its 
action of November 29, 1918, proposing certain amendtaients 
to the charter of Port Arthur College (see pages 19 and 20 
of the Journal of the Sixteenth Annual Session) . The mo- 
tion was seconded by L. E. Gower. Carried. 

W. E. Blackstock then proposed the following resolution 
which was adopted by the Conference : 

Whereas, the Gulf Annual Conference, at its sixteenth 
annual session, held at Houston, Texas, on the 29th day of 
November, 1918, moved to change the charter of Port Ar- 
thur College by amending paragraph five of article five of 
the charter, and 

Whereas, this action has not been consummated, there- 
fore 

We, the Gulf Annual Conference in Annual session at 
Port Arthur, Texas, December 12-16, 1923, move to rescind 
our previous action as indicated! in the Gulf Annual minutes 
of 1918 of the Methodist Episcopal Church and so to notify 
the trustees of Port Arthur College. 

Moved by H. C. Leonard and so ordered by the Confer- 
ence that the Board of Trustees of the Gulf Conference be 
authorized to receive and hold and use all properties or 
moneys or investments or assets whatsoever not otherwise 
provided for by the charter, for the use of the Gulf Con- 
ference or as may be provided by the Discipline of the 
Church. Adopted. 

J. W. Hervey reported that the trustees of Evangeline 
Preparatory School, in harmony with the action of the 1922 
session of the Gulf Conference asking that the charter of 
Evangeline Preparatory School be changed so that two- 
thirds of the trustees of the school shall be members of the 
Methodist Episcopal Church, and that one-half of these shall 
be Methodist Episcopal Ministers, the Board, in their an- 
nual meeting in June, changed their charter. This was 
done by an attorney, and in accordance with the laws of 
the State of Louisiana. 
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The Board of Trustees, therefore, respectfully submit 
the following ministers to be elected) by the Annual Confer- 
ence: Bishop E. L. Waldorf; H. K. Faulk; R. L. Weldon; 

C. W. Rodgers; F. J. Ensign; W. B. Hebert; and Dr. C. B. 
Spencer. The same were elected. 

The Board also presents the following trustees for ap- 
proval by this Conference: H. G. Patterson, chairman; 

Walton McCain, secretary; S. ©. Scoggins; Dr. C. M. Mc- 
Cain; Edward Aguillard; J. W. Fontenot; F. G. Seward; 
Rev. Smith ; and) H. H. McCain. Approved. 

On motion of H. K. Faulk, the Conference ordered the 
trustees to sell the church at Hico, La., and cash be put in 
the permanent fund. 

B. B. Corbin read report of the treasurer of the Confer- 
ence Permanent Fund (see reports). 

B. B. Corbin, for the Board of Trustees, presented the 
following program for increasing the Permanent Fund and 
the same was adopted : 

It has already been ordered by the Conference that Dr. 
L. E. Gower, for the Trustees, consult an attorney and take 
steps to secure articles of incorporation so framed as to give 
legal status to all our corporate projects. 

In addition the Conference orders : 

That as soon as possible permanent funds of this con- 
ference be invested in Government, Parish or Municipal 
Bonds of an approved and safe type and deposited in a 
safe deposit box in the vaults of the Calcasieu National 
Bank of Lake Charles, La. 

That henceforth whenever possible, the funds accruing 
from the sale of church property at the disposal of the Con- 
ference, be added to this fund and not be diverted) to special 
projects. 

That in 'all cases funds thus realized and unexpended 
balances be kept in the fund and disbursed only as needed, 
on request of the local church boards, to which the funds 
are assigned, as approved by the District Superintendent. 

That the treasurer of the fund be instructed to prepare 
pledge blanks and estate note forms and place a number in 
the hands of all ministers and) District Superintendents. 
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That this year a special effort be made, if practicable 
during the month of January, to add to the permanent fund. 
That in addition to the efforts of the pastor, we ask each 
District Superintendent to keep this matter before the of- 
ficials of their churches and that they present the claim of 
the fund at at least one service during the year and solicit 
subscriptions and take an offering for the purpose. 

That we seek to increase the fund to $10,000 by the date 
of our next annual conference. 

That all funds collected be sent to the treasurer of the 
Investment Fund, Rev. Bruce B. Corbin, Lake Charles, La., 
for investment and that conference vouchers be forwarded 
to each pastor sending the same. 

That the necessary expense involved be paid from the 
funds collected and an itemized report be made to the next 
annual conference. 

That a canvass be madle of the pastors seeking a volun- 
tary contribution equal to one per cent of their cash salary. 

That Mr. S. A. Knapp, Vice-President of the Calcasieu 
National Bank, be continued as official financial agent for 
the fund and with the treasurer sign all odrers and checks. 

BRUCE B. CORBIN, 

Treasurer Gulf Conference Investment Fund. 

J. W. Hervey made the report for the Board of Confer- 
ence Stewards (sfee report). Same was adopted. 

Questions 31, 32, 33 and 34 were called (see Disciplin- 
ary questions) . 

W. E. Blackstock reported for the Auditing Committee. 
Adopted. 

Ordered that all reports next year be put in hands of 
the auditor first. 

Ordered that each member of the Conference pay 3/4 
of 1% of cash support to publish the Journal and pay defi- 
cit of $48 in Secretary’s account. 

Ordered that the pastor call attention of their charges 
to this assessment and put it in the budget. 

Conference adljourned to the dining room. 
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B. B. Corbin read report of the Statistician (see report) . 
Adopted. 

C. W. Rodgers read report of the Treasurer (see re- 
port) . Adopted. 

Conference requested that “C. A. Perkins be appointed 
evangelist for the Houston and Lake Charles Districts and 
L. E. Gower for the San Antonio District; that J. W. Her- 
vey be appointed to presidency of Evangeline Preparatory 
School and that W. E. Harrison be left without appointment 
to teach in Asbury College. 

In order to establish the record! of N. L. Sayers and to 
authorize the Bishop to restore his lost parchments, N. L. 
Sayers was recognized as deacon and elder. 

Surplus in hands of treasurer ordered paid into the 
Necessitous Fund. 

Adjourned until Sunday night.

At 9:30 Love Feast was conducted by B. B. Corbin. 

The Bishop preached! at the eleven o’clock service from 
I Cor. 111:21. “All things are yours.” The message was 
a masterful presentation of the wealth of the Christian. 

At 2 : 30 Memorial Services were held honoring the mem- 
ory of Julian Woodson who had died during the year. Mes- 
sages were given by L. E. Gower, H. K. Faulk and C. R. 
Robinson and R. T. Pynes. 

Immediately after this service the Bishop convened the 
Conference and S. P. Gaskins was ordained deacon and A. 
M. Wynne andl Delos Cassells, elders. 

H. C. Leonard presented the following memorial which 
was adopted by unanimous vote : 

Whereas, the Southern German and the Gulf Annual 
Conferences in Texas and Louisiana cover almost the same 
fields, and 
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Whereas, there could be marked economy in money and 
time and decidedly more influence and efficiency, therefore, 

We, the members of the Gulf Annual Conference, do 
hereby memorialize the General Conference to enable the 
Gulf Annual Conference to unite with the Conference now 
known as the Southern German Conference. 

A motion prevailed that the powers that be, set the date 
of the Conference not later than the second week in No- 
vember. 

S. H. Yockey read resolutions. Adopted (see reports) . 

Report of Board of Home Missions adopted (see re- 
ports) . 

Matter of per cent of educational collections coming to 
local educational institutions be left to the Committee on 
Educaction with power to act. 

Adjourned. 

At the close of the evening service, the Bishop read the 
appointments and thus adjourned.

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REPORT OF DISTRICTS 



REPORT OF HOUSTON DISTRICT. 

C. R. Robinson, District Supt. 

The past year has been one of fair progress on Hous- 
ton district. All the preachers went to their appointments 
but not all endured to the end. 

John Jongema left Alvin to go to Garrett Biblical Insti- 
tute, a most commendable change for a young man to make. 
Next to entering the ministry the most hopeful sign is when 
it is announced concerning a young preacher that he is left 
without appointment to attend one of our schools. E. A. 
Powell has supplied Alvin since the pastor left. 

Henry Rye found school teaching and preaching too 
strenuous, so gave himself to teaching and S. H. Mathews 
finished the year. 

The home of pastor C. H. LaGrone was saddened by 
the loss of a son who was just coming to manhood) with 
a marked Christian character. 

One of our veterans, Julian Woodson, was called home 
during the year. Though feeble, Brother Woodson was 
zealous for the church to the last. It was a benediction 
to be with him. The triumphant note was always in evi- 
dence. In him it was most true that “Those also serve 
who only stand and wait.” 

Revivals have blessed most of the charges, Lufkin, Sa- 
bine, Texas City, Jefferson, Noonday and Center Grove 
being the outstanding points. Collins Memorial had a fine 
ingathering of young people as a result of following the 
program of “Win My Chum Week.’’ The more I see of 
the effect of following suggestions offered by our Boardls 
the more I am convinced that they are far superior to the 
hit and miss affairs used as substitutes. 

Special emphasis has been laid upon work among young 
people and children, resulting in Epworth League and Cra- 
dle Roll activities. On charge where the members of the 
Cradle Roll had been carried so long they had about reach- 
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ed marriageable age, was taken in hand by a mother of 
3 small children who did her own work, and in four months 
the membership was increased from fourteen to sixty-five. 
It is a distinct loss when a pastor and people get so absorbed 
in the “Big Meeting” idea that they do not care for child- 
hood. It is quite the style to put on night gowns and masks 
and hunt Roman Catholics, but the fact is if the Protestant 
Church was as careful to educate her children as is the 
Roman Catholic Church, we Would be so strong as not to 
consider that church a menace. 

Several churches have abandoned) the wheezy organ that 
has been on duty for a quarter of a century, and have sub- 
stituted new pianos, much to the delight of the young peo- 
ple. 

The Epworth League Institute at LaPorte was held with 
increased efficiency owing to the help of E. A. Peterson 
and wife. A marked fruit of the institute was the Church 
Epworth League Institutes following the one at LaPorte. 
In these the regular course was followed and credits given. 
These young people are perpetuating the slogan “Conser- 
vation and Advance.” Large things are planned for the 
institute idea next year. 

When President Callahan of Port Arthur College left, 
the trustees elected Leonard Power, a layman of our 
Church, to the Presidency. He is a Texas product and a 
school man of experience. In six months he has doubled 
the attendance and is paying expenses for the first time in 
the history of the school. 

The most prominent improvement in church property 
is the new church built at Rosedale on the Woodville charge. 
Pastor Wynne and his people are to be congratulated on 
their victory won over the world, the flesh and the devil. 

The debt on the parsonage at Noonday has been paid. 
That on Collins Memorial has been reduced. 

LaPorte and Texas City have papered and painted their 
parsonages while LaPorte has made the church building 
very attractive by the use of paint and carpenter work. 
The Ladies Aid at Bethel on the Deadwood charge still live 
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in hopes that the paint mentioned in last year’s report will 
be applied to the parsonage where it is greatly needed. 

There are some points on the district where a forward 
step would be possible could a little outside aid be obtained. 
A church and parsonage on the Sabine charge, a church on 
the Polk circuit and an addition to the Pearland church 
are most urgent. 

It gives me pleasure to state that our Board of Home 
Missions is taking an active interest in these enterprises. 



LAKE CHARLES DISTRICT. 

Haughton K. Faulk, District Supt. 

There have been only the following changes in the ap- 
pointments during the year : T. J. Shrode was compelled, 

on account of his health, to leave the work at Loranger in 
the early summer. He is now with his daughter at Willow- 
brook, California, unable to come to conference. He sends 
his love to the Bishop and to all the brethren. J. L. Irvin, 
a supply of Colorado, has finished out the year at Loran- 
ger. W. I. Gates refused to go to his appointment at Iowa. 
The work there has been carried on by B. B. Corbin satis- 
factorily to every one concerned. 

The co-operation, the kindness, and the generosity of 
the men of the district have been so generous during this 
year that superlatives only would express our appreciation. 

There has been an increase in church attendance; also 
a general increase in Sunday School attendance. 

Last year the district made the gain of forty-four per 
cent in missionary offerings. This was thought to be the 
highest water mark of benevolent giving. It was the larg- 
est amount the district had ever given, up to that time. 
Yet the district this year goes over the giving of last year 
with an increase of twenty-five per cent. Only six charges 
in the district report a loss over last year. There has been 
made this year a six per cent increase in church member- 
ship. 
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The program of evangelism has been carried on in near- 
ly every charge. The men of the district who have assisted 
in this program outside of their own churches and have 
done splendid work are : B. B. Corbin, R. L. Weldon, and C. 
E. Woodson. 

The Evangeline Preparatory School has made marked 
progress. The school with its fine corps of teachers is do- 
ing an excellent piece of educational and evangelistic work 
among the French people of Louisiana. 

The church at Lake Charles has made substantial ma- 
terial improvement and at the same time has increased its 
Centenary offering and also the local budget. The Welsh 
church has the credit of having paid their Centenary in full 
for the five years and having paid everything else in full. 
The church at Kinder has had the greatest compartive 
people for their gain in missionary offering, having had 
an increase of 400 per cent. The district is handicapped in 
its missionary work among the French, Italian, and people 
of backward communities for lack of prepared workers and 
funds. 

With gratitude to God for His mercies, and with appre- 
ciation to all who have so gladly and cordially co-operated 
in the work this year, I respectfully submit this report. 



SAN ANTONIO DISTRICT 
L. E. Gower, District Supt. 

Bishop E. L. Waldorf and! Brethren of the Conference : 

It is with supreme thanksgiving to God and very great 
appreciation of this Conference and its President for the 
marked and constant help that made possible the achieve- 
ments noted herein, that I submit this partial record of 
the year now closing. 

With the exception of Rio Hondo, every work on the 
district has had the attention of the Pastor appointed to it 
a year ago. Rev. 0. E. Johnson, who was appointed to 
this could not be relieved of work which he had charge of 
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and the district superintendent had to serve as “supply” 
for several weeks. Rev. C. H. Campbell of San Antonio 
was later given charge and served well until he was com- 
pelled, by sickness of his wife, to retire from the field and 
give constant attention to her. In March, Rev. C. M. Hol- 
lett, also of San Antonio, was secured and placed in charge ; 
his reports show an increase along all lines of Sunday School 
and church work. All our work here is done in the school 
house. A modern community building, one which will pro- 
vide for every feature of community and denominational 
church life is greatly needed and is our aim, for our pastor 
is the Pastor of the Community Church also, and we are 
committed to a community program, and the future success 
of the Kingdom of God seems assured. 

In harmony with a request of the chairman of the Pulpit 
Supply Committee of the People’s Church at San Juan, to 
secure for that church a pastor of certain qualities, Rev. 
S. J. Manning was appointed to San Juan; he was to re- 
ceive the major portion of his support from this People’s 
Church and serve the community as a whole. On arrival, 
he learned that there had been others considered as pos- 
sible pastors, that plans had matured that called for a 
vote of the church on a particular minister as a prospective 
pastor and that that vote was due to be taken on the fol- 
lowing Sunday. It was taken and the candidate was elect- 
ed to be the pastor. 

Confronted by this unexpected and unusual situation, 
the district superintendent advised our Bro. Manning to 
rent a house and care for the few members that had come 
to us and desired our service, and await developments. This 
he did. Weeks passed, surveys were made, letters and tel- 
egrams exchanged by interested parties, until plans ma- 
tured and through the help of the Department of Evangel- 
ism of our Board of Home Missions and! Church Extension, 
in co-operation with the Board, Bishop Waldorf being an 
active factor, we secured a tent, and in the early spring 
held a series of meetings in it, Rev. C. A. Perkins helping 
for ten days. Following the “tent meeting”, regular Sun- 
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day School and church services were held in the tent for 
several weeks. The membership of both the Sunday School 
and church continued to grow; interest in our cause also 
grew rapidly. Having a conviction that we hadl responsi- 
bilities here, we secured lots on which to build and began 
work on a Sunday School and community house of the Cal- 
ifornia type, one that we thought we might pay for and that 
would best serve our cause for the time. We built, and 
have as a plant, a building with an assembly room 28x82 
feet, and six Sunday School class rooms 10x12 feet each, 
and by the aid given by our Board' of Church Extension 
from the Reconstruction Funds, $1500.00, we have it all 
paid for. 

We have developed here during this year a Sunday 
School of seventy, an active Epworth League, a Brother- 
hood, a Ladies Aid Society, and a church which promises 
to soon become one of the very active organizations of the 
Gulf Conference. 

Trinity Church, San Antonio, conducted one of the most 
outstanding revival campaigns on the district. During a 
three weeks’ effort, the membership of the church took on 
much new life and discovered their strength in a large way. 
The additions during the year were 68 and among those 
received are to be found some of the outstanding men and 
women of the city. This is one among the great years of 
Trinity. 

Statistics, when compiled, will show a net increase in 
membership of about 25 per cent, in Sunday Schools, 20 
per cent; we will not show an increase in benevolences, 
but this is due to the fact of an “I Will Maintain” offering 
madte in favor of Lyford last year which could not be had 
this year. 

The year closes well, and the conditions for further de- 
velopment are favorable ; our every pastor is happy and the 
churches optimistic; the entire district stands ready to help 
enter the open fields and build the Kingdom of God.

REV. JULIAN WOODSON 

Rev. Julian Woodson was one of the very early 
members of the “Gulf Mission” of the Methodist Epis- 
copal Church. For long years he was an active and 
devout minister and pastor. His earthly life closed April 
29, 1923, at his home in the city of Marshall, Texas. 
His end was peace. 

When a small child, Julian Woodson was brought 
to Texas from Tennessee. At eighteen he entered the 
Confederate Army. In 1879, he was found teaching a 
pioneer school in West Texas by Dr. J. W. Lively. He 
was truly converted and entered the Methodist Church, 
and later the ministry. He served various charges and 
his name is sacred in many homes. 

Brother Woodson leaves a faithful wife, four child- 
ren, two sons and two daughters. His son, Rev. Charles 
Woodson, is one of our best pastors in another Confer- 
ence. For ten years Brother Julian Woodson was feeble 
and frail in body, but his trust in God, his meek spirit 
and devoted life, left even a- saintliness about his home.

The Italian Memorial was not received by a vote of 9-7. 
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A statement and memorial on Union presented to the 
Quarterly Conference of Alvin and Pearland, voicing ap- 
proval of the present plan before the two churches, pro- 
vided no backward step would be taken on the traditional 
stand of our church, and provided further that it would not 
tend to the absorption of our work into the Southern De- 
partment, conditioned, however on the attitude of the South- 
ern Jurisdiction relative to the race question, was approv- 
ed by a vote of 19-0. 

Illinois Conference Memorial on Union not received by 
vote of 9-7. 

All other memorials were not received. 

Election of Lay Delegates and Reserve. E. C. Willard, 
having received the majority vote, was declared elected, 
and Mrs. Nettie R. Pohl, having received the next highest, 
was unanimously elected reserve delegate. 

On motion duly made and seconded, our delegate was 
instructed to vote for the re-election of Dr. C. B. Spencer 
as editor of the Central Christian Advocate and Dr. Brum- 
mitt as editor of the Epworth Herald. 

On motion, the following resolution was unanimously 
adopted: Resolved, that we, the Lay Electoral Conference 

of the Gulf Annual Conference, hereby express our appre- 
ciation for the kind and bountiful hospitality provided for 
us by the Ladies Aid and the members and friends of the 
church at Port Arthur.
